The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of claim 1 , 
and shows an apparatus for processing fluids at high pressure, see D1, Fig.1 and col.3, lines 
38-58. 

The subject-matter of claim differs from this known apparatus essentially in that the intake and 
delivery valves are housed in separate containers. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as improving the 
apparatus in order to enable it to work at still higher pressures. 

The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is considered as 
involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following reasons: the use of separate 
containers make it possible to simplify the inside of the pressure chambers, by adopting 
rounded joints, radiusing of edges subject to pressure and so on, in order to limit the 
concentration of stresses generated by the very high pressure. 

Claims 2-18 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the PCT 
with respect to novelty and inventive step. 
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
